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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 23-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests in claims 23, 29: A twin MONOS NAND memory array, 
comprising: an array of twin MONOS memory cells arranged in rows and columns and forming 
a NAND memory array; word gate located over two storage sites each memory cell of said 
memory cells; a diffusion forming a source and a drain connecting between said memory cell 
in said column; a first selector gate located at top of a column and connected to a first memory 
cell in said column; a second selector gate located at a bottom of a column and connected to 

a last memory cell in said column (as cited in claim 23); locating two storage sited under each 
word gate of a twin MONOS memory array; connecting together said word gates in a row of 
said memory array; connecting together a plurality of memory cells in a column of said memory 
array, wherein said column has an upper voltage and lower voltage; selecting said upper 
voltage to be connected to said column; selecting said lower voltage to be connected to said 
column; performing memory operation by selecting said upper and lower voltages and applying 
a plurality of voltages to the word gates of said plurality of cells in said column (as cited in 
claim 29).
